130 were cast by 
Democrats and 1 by Republicans. Three 
of the Republicans are from the State of 
Minnesota—Messrs. 
Nelson,

and 
W akeii-id—and tbe fourth—Mr. Jones—is 
one of the New York Representatives. Ot 
the 130 Democrats voting, 122 wore cast by 
Representatives from Eastern and Middle 
States. The Ohio Democrats voting for 
consideration were Messrs. Anderson. Hill 
and Outliwaitc. The New York Democrats 
were Adams, Beach, Belmont, Felix, Camp­ 
bell. Hewitt and Mahoney. 
The Pennsyl­ 
vania Democrats were Scott, Storm and 
Swope. Of the 157 negative votes 122 were 
east by Republicans and 35 by Democrats. 
Of tbe 35 Democrats voting in the negative, 
ti came from Southern States, as follows : 
Maryland. Findlay; Louisiana, Guy, Iron, 
St. Martin and W allace ; Alabama, M artin. 
The Western States contributed II negative 
votes, as follow s; California, 
H e n ley ; 
Illinois, Law lorand W ard: Ohio, Camp­ 
bell, KUsberry, Koran, Geddes, Lefevre, Se- 
nev, W arner and W ilkins. Tbe rem aining 
Democratic negative votes were cast by 
members from New York, Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey, as follows: New York— 
Arnot, Bliss, T. J. Campbell, Dowdney, 
M orriman, Muller, Pindar, Spriggs, Stahl- 
necker and Viele; Nesv Jersey—Grpen, 
Mcadoo and Hiscock; Pennsylvania—Car­ 
lin, Hovle, Erraentront, Randall and Sow- 
ilen. Of the gentlemen paired, Aiken of 
South Carolina has never taken the oath of 
office, having been ill since the beginning 
of the session. The only m em ber absent 
and unpaired was Frederick of Iowa, who 
was confined to bis home by illness.

participate in this rite, and Liszt never for­ 
gave her." 
* Do you know how Liszt hap­ 
pened to become an abbe 7" I asked. “ The 
story is that lie had promised marriage to 
two ladies whose husbands w ercsliil liv­ 
ing. The husband of the one died ju st at 
the moment wliou the other,the Princess 
W.. succeeded in getting her marriHge an­ 
nulled by Ihc Pope. 
Unable to keep the 
promise to both. Liszt went to Cardinal 
H obenlohe. the brother-in-law of the P rin ­ 
cess W., and received the tonsure. 
This 
was in 1865. The Pope gave Liszt rooms 
in the Vatican, and the virtuoso affected to 
bow very low to the old Cardinals who took 
their evening walks on the Monte Pincio.

a bill extending the time of payment 
■ : 
Government claims 
against 
Pacific 
railroads- was reported favorably to the 
House from the Committee on Pacific 
Railroads unanimously, and was under de­ 
bate last week. 
It aggregates the sums to 
fall due, interest paid and to lie paid, de- 
dncts payments made in cash and service, 
the amounts in the sinking funds, and 
simple interest thereon at ¡5 per cent, per 
annum, and on the remainder computes 
interest from the average date of maturity 
of tiie subsidy bonds to October, 192!, at 


.'P. per cent, per annum, adds the interest 
to the remainder, and divides the gross 
sum obtained into 140 equal parts payable 
semi-annuallv, one part each six months, 
beginning April, 1SS7. 
The failure for six 
months to pay any installment due, forfeits 
the benefits of the bill to the delinquent» 
and makes the whole sum due at once. 
If 
any ompanv fails to accept the term-, of 
the Act, there is to be collected from it 40 
per cent, of its annual net earnings, and 
its share in the sinking fund is to he in­ 
vested in first mortgage bonds of the com­ 
panies, or in United ¡states bonds. 
Mr. 
Gitilt wuite, who reported the hill, defended 
it on the ground that the investment of 
the sinking Tund providing for the ex­ 
tinguishment of the debt had proven a 
failure. 
The Government could not afford 
to allow increase of the debt to go on, and 
assume the necessity of taking tip the first 
mortgage. 
ft was the part of wisdom to 
provide a feasible plan for the payment 
of the debt 
in 
regular 
installments. 
W hatever 
embarrassment 
any 
of 
the > 
debtors 
encountered, 
he 
attrib­ 
uted 
more 
to 
the fault of the Gov­ 
ernment because of its regulations as to 
what payments should he made, than to 
any mismanagement or errors on the part 
of the delito»s. 
Tt was a question simply 
whether the Government should provide 
so as to receive payment, or push the com­ 
panies to the wall, and be compelled to 
take the roads in self-defense at the ma­ 
turity of the debt, and to do this it would 
<>f course have to take up the first mort­ 
gage bonds. 
The Government itself pro­ 
vided that the interest should not become 
due on the debt until the principal fell 
due, and that provision had been sustained 
by the Supreme Court. 
But the net earn­ 
ings of the roads had diminished by rea- 
s.v.i 
new competing lines being con­ 
structed, some of which lines had been 
aided too by grants of land from the G ov­ 
ernment. 
Mr. Thurman, he pointed out, 
had estimated, in urging his bill in 1878, 
tiiat the accretion on tlie sinking fund 
would- meet the interest the companies 
would have to pay to the Government. 
But the sinking fund was to be invested in 
five per cent, bonds of the United States, 
whereas the ruling rates of interest having 
fallen to three per cent., the United States 
Treasurer has actually paid cut on account 
of these funds for premiums more than the 
funds have brought for the benefit of the 
companies. The result lias been that large 
sums of the fund have remained unin­ 
vested, and on the 20th of June, 1880, 
over two and a quarter millions of dollars 
was in that condition, paid in bv the I n ion 
Pacific and Central Pacific Companies. 
T he bill under discussion was then outlined 
by ihe -peaker, in which he showed that 
the plan is unlike any other yet propose*! 
in Congress. 
It fixes the average state of 
maturity thirty-five years hence, ascer­ 
tain- the wortli ot the indebtedness, and 
the total amount the Government shall 
have advanced, to create a new principal. 
The credits are deducted that are proper, 
including the sinking fund and a calcula­ 
tion of 8 j*cr cent, interest thereon. 
The 
interest on the remainder of the debt is 
computed at 3} per cent, to October, 1921, 
the average date of 110 equal payments. 
The committee, he said, after examining 
fully into the earnings of the roads, and 
the state of the debt, had concluded that 
it would be unwise to require, and impossi­ 
ble lor the companies to begin now and 
pay every six months, until in twenty-two 
payments the debt should be extinguished. 
To have safety and regularity a longer 
tim e was needed. 
The committee, he said, 
did not claim that the Government would 
receive the whole of the 31 per ceut. in­ 
terest. 
But the aggregation made to ascer­ 
tain the principal includes the whole of 
tlie b per cent, paid c ut by the Govern­ 
ment for the benefit of the companies from 
this time until the maturity o f the princi­ 
pal, and on the sum of that added to the 
principal, interest at 31 ;.cr cent, is com­ 
puted. 
The 81 i>er cent, was fixed on so 
.as to collect from each company “ such a 
fixed 
installment every si.x months as 
would pay interest at 3 per cent, on the 
present value of their debt, and make such 
redactions of the principal of that present 
value as would entirely pay it off' in the 


time given them .” 
It was necessary to adopt 31 per cent., 
lie added, to attain this end. 
To illustrate 


the working of the committee plan, Mr. j 
Onthv.aite took the case of the Union | 
Pacific Company. 
It* payment for six | 
months would he $908,017 08. 
The pres | 
ent worth of the indebtedness he stated to 
be §52,897,835 55. 
lie then took the in­ 
terest on that present worth for six months, 
and found a sum sufficient to pay that in­ 
terest on the present worth and §110,000 
toward liquidating the principal. 
That 
is, the very first payment, he stated, would 
have that effect. 
W hen the §110,000 is 
applied toward paying the principal, the 
next computation on the remaining prin­ 
cipal i reduces 
ies- 
interest, and the 
amount which will go toward reducing the 
principal becomes greater, and so on to the 
end of the payments, 
when the total in­ 
debtedness would be extinguished. 
He 
pointed out, finally, that the bill preserves 
the liens and all rights of the Govern­ 
ment, and extends the liens to the branch 
lines, all operated lines, leased lines, roll­ 
ing stock, telegraph lines, and all other 
property. 
The admission was made by 
the speaker, that in the case of the Central 
Pacific Company the demand under the 
bill would he greater than the net earn­ 
ings of the company would justify, but the 
compensation due it annually from the 
Government for service rendered would 
amount to half the payment required, 
hence the company could meet it. 
lie 
referred also to the provision allowing the 
companies to refund their own debt which 
falls due contemporaneously with that of 
the Government. 
This refunding, he said, 
if accomplished at 4 per cent., would, hv 
the saving of 2 per cent., enhance the 
the Government security by that much. 
In the rnnnng debate that followed, the 
committeeman, defending his bill, added, 
that while the proposed extension is ap­ 
parently seventy years, it is in fact very 
much less, for as the payments are to be­ 
gin eleven years before the debt is due 
11897) the companies should have eleven 
years at the end, or twenty-two in all, and 
twenty-two from seventy leavesfortv»eight, 
and averaging that gives, if they antici­ 
pate their indebtedness, only an average 
extension of twenty-four years, 
lie also 
added that under the hill when the pay­ 
ment should be consummated, the com­ 
panies will have paid alxnit §12,000,000 
more than their total original indebted-, 
ness.

T he Antisell P ian o M an ufactory in Fan 
F ra n c isc o ltu rn e d . 
Shortly before 4 o'clock Thursday morn­ 
ing a tire was discovered in the basements 
of the large four-story iron building, IS to 
26 Ellis street. San Francisco, occupied IS 
to 22 by W illiam J. Heney <fc Co., carpet 
manufacturers and importers, and 24 to 20 
by T. M. A niistll it Co.’s piano manu­ 
factory and warehouse. 
When tiie Fire 
Department arrived on tlic ground the in­ 
terior of the building 
was in flames. 
Streams of water were speedily directed to 
the front windows, and as soon as openings 
were made by the smashing of the glass 
huge volumes of smoke rolled out and the 
gallant firemen were prevented from enter­ 
ing the building. Chief Scanuell soon had 
eight engines at work. A gang of firemen 
climbed up ladders to the roof, dragging 
hose, and in a short time two streams of 
water were flooding the roof and flowing 
down holes cut by handy axuten. 
I nfor- 
tunatelv the windows iii the rear of the 
three lower storfes"were protected by iron 
shutters fastened on the inside, which the 
firemen were unable to open. There being 
no iron shutters on the fourth-story win­ 
dows. water was 
poured through those. 
But the main attack was made from the 
front, where nothing but smoke impeded 
the firemen's operations. 
The engines 
were worked to their utmost capacity and 
the trackmen were busy with their axés 
and placing ladders. 
A WATER TOWER STREAM. 
At 7:80 o'clock Truck 2 was hauled in 
front of the burning building and one sec­ 
tion of the lader eicvated. reaching to the 
third story. Hose was drawn to the top 
and soon a horizontal stream oí water was 
sent far into the building. This operation 
is similar to the water towers used in the 
East, and it has not beer, before applied to 
any extent in San Francisco. Two Siamese 
streams were worked, one in front by En­ 
gines Nos. 2 and 12, and one in tiie rear by 
Engines Nos. 1 and 5. The uniting of tiie 
force of two engines sends a powerful 
stream through one pipe. It was not long 
after the department got wei! to v. urk be­ 
fore caek floor was flooded with water, but 
the smoke continued to roll out of the front 
windows, obscuring a view ol the building. 
This was cause*! by the large mnonnt of 
combustible material used in the manu­ 
facture ot pianos, especially on! the third 
floor, where there were from ten to twenty 
barrels of varnish. Chief Scanuell having 
made up bis mind that the Antisell prop­ 
erty was doomed to destruction bent all his 
efforts to prevent an extension of the fire 
beyond the burning building. 
THE SURROC.NDINU rROFERTY. 
Adjoining on the west was a two story 
and basement, unoccupied, double frame 
building. Adjoining on the east was the 
four-storv stoic of Wm. J. Heney & Co., 
dealers in furniture, carpets, draperies, etc. 
This store was protected by a two-foot 
brick partition wall, and to this safeguard 
the firm owes its escape from the devouring 
flames. 
Adjoining the store of Heney & 
Co. is a four-story brick building, the lower 
floor and basement occupied by T. J. Bass 
A Co., dealers in paints, oils, artists' ma­ 
terials. etc . and the three upper floors as 
the Baldwin House. 
Hud the tire pene­ 
trated the furniture store, it is not probable 
the flames could have been kept cut of tho 
paint store, in which ease the fire would 
doubtless have swept through to Stockton 
street. 
At S o'clock the fire was under sufficient 
control to warrant Chief Scannell in order­ 
ing several companies to " take up.” 
tiie LOSSES. 
The Antisells estimate their loss at over 
§200,ÍE0. and they were insured fir $190,000. 
Advantage had been taken of low freight 
rates to import a large stock of material, 
such as wire, etc., from Germany, and each 
story was well stored with goods, including 
about one hundred pianos. They imported 
such material as was necessary, but their 
pianos were all manufactured in San Fran­ 
cisco. They employed sixty workmen in 
and about their business. One of the broth­ 
ers is at the Geyser ¡springs, being treated 
for rheumatism. They began business on 
Washington street, San Francisco, twenty 
years ago, and by their energy and close 
attention succeeded in building up a nour­ 
ishing trade. 
Most oí tire goods in the store of Wm. J. 
Heney *fc Co. were covered with tarpaulins 
by the Fire Patrol at an early stage of the 
fire, but considerable water was thrown in 
through the windows, especially on the 
lower floor. Smoke also penetrated all the 
floors. 
It is impossible to estimate the 
amount of their damage at present, but 
their insurance wiil cover the loss. 
Antisell bad an insurance of $80,000 on 
bis store until the fire occurred in the Ban­ 
croft building, after which lie increased the 
amount to $100,000.

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COLFAX FRUIT DISTRICT. 


W o n d erfu l D evelopm ents—V ineyard* am i 
O rc h a rd s G row ing an d H earing. 
The Auburn Republican of June 9th tells 
the following about Grass Valley’s neigh­ 
boring town and entrepot, Colfax : 
The 
Colfax fruit district is developing at a 
wonderful rate. 
Beginning 
with the 
Spencer ranch, above Auburn, there are 
now 700 acres of land in that district 
planted to orchards and vineyards. This 
is a rapid improvement, when it is remem­ 
bered that the business took a start there 
only three years ago. 
Morris Lobncr’s 
vineyard, above the town, is two years old 
from the rooted vines and this year cov­ 
ered w ith young fruit. 
Many o f the vines 
have made a growth this season of more 
than three feet. 
His experiment with 
olive trees promises to result wcli, and 
he has succeeded in rooting nearly all the 
slips cut from the trees when they were 
transplanted this spring. 
W. B. Hay- 
ford’s vineyard on 
top of the liiil by 
the cemetery is three years old from the 
cuttings. It contain- forty acres planted 
to the four principal varieties of table 
grapes, and it is doubtful if a better show­ 
ing of vines of the sam eage can be made in 
the State. They are literally loaded with 
bunches of fruit'just forming, and men are 
at work thinning them out. Adjoining the 
vineyard is another forty-acre tract planted 
to Bartlett pears, with a row of walnut and 
chestnut trees planted along the outside. 
The wliolc eighty-acre orchard and vine­ 
yard is a revelation to those who see the 
surrounding uncleared land, which looks 
rough and is surrounded with a dense 
growth of pines. And yet long ago this 
land was just as rough and was covered 
with pines as close as they could stand. In 
clearing this land a tree-puller was used 
that takes trees of a considerable out by the 
roots. 
W ith one oí these machines and a 
horse, 610 trees were pulled each day, and 
the land was cleared at a cost of $25 an acre. 
Down between the town and the Ameri­ 
can river is a row of vineyards called Fruit 
Yale. The first one is the vineyard of Hay- 
ford * Moore, of about sixty acres; the 
second is a large vineyard owned by a gen­ 
tleman lately from San Jose, and the third, 
ot over seventy acres, is owned by Bell >v 
Harrison. 
The foregoing figures do not 
look big on paper, but when one rides over 
200 acres planted to vines, he can realize 
the great labor and energy that have been 
expended to reclaim, plant and put under 
a high state of cultivation so much land in 
so little time. These vines are all on steep 
hillside land. They do not receive nor do 
they require any water at all. These Col­ 
fax men plow and cultivate and give the 
ground no rest until the fruit has formed. 
Rabbit-proof fences made of wire netting 
arc growing in favor in that district. Mr. 
Hubley has one and Mr. Howell has an­ 
other, made with the netting and two 
wires, one at the bottom and another at the 
t ip. 
It has been found that this kind of 
fence can be built—posts, labor and all— 
for $1 15 a rod. 
The work of clearing and improving and 
planting has by no means stopped. New­ 
comers are constantly buying land, and 
Colfax w ill soon be one vast orchard. 
There can be no sort of doubt of the suc­ 
cess of the business there. 
It is nearer to 
market than any other place in California, 
and the fruit that has already been grown, 
and which 
has taken so 'many prizes, 
shows its superior excellence.

T he Irrig a tio n P ro b le m . 
E ds. R ecord-I nio.y : Much as I desire to 
see the growth and prosperity of every sec­ 
tion of our State benefited by a system of 
State irrigation, the question of the consti­ 
tutional i>ower of this State to appropriate 
the waters o f our rivers and streams for 
any such purpose, in m y opinion-, con­ 
flicts with the assumed power of Congress 
over this question. Congress lias made 
very large appropriation of the waters of 
c.ttr rivers and mountain streams by grant­ 
ing the right otw ay across the public hind 
to corporations, and also to private individ­ 
uals, to construct canals and ditches, and 
take the water from manv of our streams 
for m ining purposes. 
JiT ray opinion the 
Act of Congress admitting California into 
the I mon forbids the State ironi exercis­ 
ing any control over the navigable waters 
of tliis State. Neither the State nor its citi­ 
zens have any right to drain the water from 
our navigable rivers so as to impair free 
tut* igation. The principle ot riparian rights 
is not founded exclusively on the common 
law of England, but is co-existent with the 
earliest history of the human race. 
Ripa­ 
rian rights were recognized by the patriarchs 
in Palestine. 
They were also recognized 
in Egypt and by the republics of Greece 
and Koine. 
I believe, Mr. Editor, that the 
recognition ot riparian rights was a civil 
necessity to secure the safety ot human life 
and private property. The' legal question 
decided by the recent decision of the Su­ 
preme Court was, whether the owners ol a 
canal, constructed exclusively for irrigating 
the lands through which the stream did 
not flow, could deprive the owners of land 
adjacent to.the streams of* their riparian 
rights. 
1 think the decision of the Court 
was equitable, and I also believe it would 
be sustained by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 
In regard to canals or 
ditches constructed for m ining .purposes, 
there is no principal or rule of law that 
would conflict with the use of the water 
for irrigation or for any other purpose. 
1 
would say that in this county the water from 
our mining canals and ditches is used by 
the owners of land over which they pass, iii 
large quantities for irrigating gardens, fruit 
orchards and vineyards, and also for alfalfa 
fields, and aiso for similar purposes over 
lands which they *lo not pass. Uurcanaland 
ditch owners allow the use of the water for 
irrigation. It would give me great pleasure 
if some system could be devised by which 
our citizens in tiie valievs could have the 
benefit of the surplus water in our rivers 
and mountain streams. 
Our citizens in the 
toothiils would be glad if the water could 
be made beneficial to our fellow-citizens in 
the fertile valleys of our State.

S uicide o f a Yolo C ounty S upervisor. 
The Woodland Democrat of yesterday 
published an extra, giving the following 
account of the suicide of an esteemed 
resident and official ot Yolo county: 
“We 
received the painful intelligence this morn­ 
ing by telephone that George Sbarpnack, 
one of the Supervisors of Yolo county, 
committed suicide by shooting himself 
through the head between 7 and 8 o’clock 
this morning, and was found dead, back of 
his own barn, soon after 8 o’clock by John 
A. Leathers, who hoard a pisto! shot as lie 
was passing, and hastened to the spot. 
Mr. Leathers is not certain whether be saw 
him fall or not, but found him lying dead 
on the ground when he came itp to the 
body. 
Frank Lippincott states that he 
conversed with 
the 
deceased 
about 7 
o clock, and *lid not notice anything un­ 
usual in his manner, and no cause is 
known for bis taking his life. Deceased 
was about 55 years of age. He was elected 
Supervisor for the Knights Landing Dis­ 
trict on the Republican ticket in Novem­ 
ber, I'M . 
His health was verv poor all 
through the past winter, but of late he 
seemed to have recovered ; at least he has 
attended tiie last, two meetings of the 
Board. 
Deceased was a man highly re­ 
spected throughout the countv, and will he 
greatly missed as one of its tuéNi prominent 
citizens, aud his death will be lamented bv 
all. 
” 
“ From a gentleman 
who visited the 
scene of the suicide this morning we gain 
the following additional facts : 
Deceased 
seemed to be in his usual good spirits this 
morning, and, iti company with his wife, 
walked out to the barn. 
Mrs. Sbarpnack 
devoted her attention there to the care of 
poultry, and in about ten minutes was sur­ 
prised to sc> Mr. Shgrpnack lying by the 
side of the bav-stack. 
She went to'him 
and observed blood oozing from the side of 
bis bead. She had not heard the report of 
any lirearms. 
A pistol was laying by him 
which easily explained the cause of death. 
“ The pistol was one the boys hud bor­ 
rowed from a neighbor and used it for 
practicing. 
Mrs. Sbarpnack is of the opin­ 
ion that he either had the pistol concealed 
on his person when walking with her, or 
had previously hidden it at the straw- 
slack : 
in either event, it is evident that 
the killing was intentional—in fact a de­ 
liberate case of suicide. No one seems to 
be able to give any definite cause for the 
rash act. But it is well-known that deceased 
lias been greatly worried, especially since 
his recent illness, over an undue amount of 
business which devolved upon him. Be­ 
sides bis own farming and domestic inter­ 
ests, he was an industrious member of the 
Board of Supervisors, and also bad the 
management of an estate which required 
much care and attention.”

A R ev o lu tio n ary S ouvenir. 
About the proudest man in the city of 
Sacramento yesterday was William B. Da­ 
vis. He received a note from Postmasier 
It. D. Stephens yesterday morning asking 
him io rail at the Iattcr's private office at 
10:510 o'clock. Mr. Davis complied, and on 
entering the room, where, to liis surprise, 
a number of his most intimate friends 
were congregated, he was addressed by the 
Postmaster, who stated that lie had a very 
pleasant duty to perform. He briefly re­ 
ferred to the fact that Mr. Davis hail re­ 
sided in this city for many years, hacHilled 
many positions of honor and trust, not the 
least among which was the managing of 
the money order department of the Post­ 
office for a considerable portion of that 
time. ‘‘On this, your birthday,” he said, 
“ we extend to you the congratulations of 
friends who appreciate your worth as a 
man and a citizen: but one who is far 
away in 
his home, in the grand old 
State of Ohio—one who is nearer and 
dearer to you than perhaps any one else 
living, wishes us to speak for him also upon 
this occasion. The ene I allude to is your 
father, whose letter I will now read to 
you 
V Arthuk(Vinton county, O.) Junes. 1S86. 
My Dear Snt; 1 mailed you to-day an old 
relic in the way of a powder horn nearly 150 
vea-- old, ow ned by a Revolutionary soldier 
many years before that war. It it arrives safelv, 
I with you, in my behalf, to present to my son, 
William It. liavis, of your city, in the forenoon 
of June 17th, as a birthday present. Should it 
arrive a day or so sooner, hold it till th at day, 
privately, and then cull the young m an's atten­ 
tion and present the horn with such remarks as 
you think proper, and much oblige his old 
father. Most truly yonrs, 
Thomas B. Davis. 
Mr. Davis responded briefly, thanking 
Mr. Stephens for his kind words, and said 
the family relic, which brought to his mind 
many reminiscences of his youth, should 
ever be kept by him, and prized inore 
highly than a like amount of gold. The 
liorn is handsomely finished, and in an 
excellent state of preservation. In speak­ 
ing ,f the relie, Mr. Davis said it was car­ 
ried by his great-grandfather, John Manly, 
in the revolutionary war. Manly entered 
the service in 1776, from Cecil county, 
Maryland, and served seven years in Lee’s 
Legion. Henry Lee was one of the moat 
distinguished commanders in the revolu­ 
tionary struggle, commanding a battalion 
of cavalry, and is historically known as 
“ Light Horse Harry.” The Continental 
Congress voted Lee a gold medal for his 
■‘pridencc, addrc-ss and bravery.’ 
In 
moro than one engagement the impetuous 
charges made by Lee's cavalry saved the 
army from defeat. 
’ 
Mr. Davis, the recipient of 
. ovo- 
huionary souvenir, himself has lought in 
defense of his country, having entered the 
Army of the Cumberland during “ the late 
unpleasantness” in the Eighteenth Ohio 
V. liuntccrs—infantry. He now is Adjutant 
of Sumner Post, No. 3, G. A. R., in this 
city, and says that no “ sour apple tree " 
was ever grown for a gibbet for any mem­ 
ber of the Davis family to which lie be­ 
longs. 
The fían Francisco Oarsmen. 
The San Francisco Call of yesterday 
m arcs the following report of the proceed­ 
ings taken at a meeting of the Pacific 
Rowing Association in that city on the 
previous evening; " Communications were 
read from It. K. Murray, of Sacramento, 
stating that several of the residents of that 
city were anxious to promote rowing, and 
were contemplating the holding of a re­ 
gatta.

in s; h a regatta, and were prepared to 
guarantee a prize of $100 for a professional 
barge race and a trophy for an amateur 
barge race.

The general feel­ 
ing in i the representatives present seemed to 
be that when the expenses connected with 
the journey to Sacramento were considered 
the inducements offered were insufficient. 
The Secretary was finally ordered to com­ 
municate with Mr. Murray concerning the 
proposed regatta, and to state that mem­ 
bers of the association would row in such 
a meeting in the event of prizes being of­ 
fered according to the following schedule : 
Professional barge race—First prize, $1125: 
second prize, $75. Amateur barge race— 
First prize, four medals, value $75; second 
prize, trophy. Professional single sculls— 
First prize, $60; second prize. $10. Ama­ 
teur single sculls—Medal, value $25. If 
desired, crews would also compete in a 
four-oar shell race for prizes amounting to

THE 
HILL*AVERY CASE. 


T .ro L ives Illlg lited by M an’s D uplicity 
a n d C ruelty. 
Yesterday was the day set for the liear- 
i ing of the case of S. W. Austin, charged 
with falsely personating another, and J. C. 
McGinnis and Eugene Avery, who are 
charge with conspiracy in reference to the 
fraudulent obtaining of a marriage ¡¡cense 
for the Hill-Avery wedding, which was to 
have, ought to have, but never did take 
place. The same parties were examined 
for perjury and subornation of perjury, in 
relerence to the same matter, before Justice 
Henley, sitting as Police Judge, and the 
readers of the R e co rd -U n io s arc familiar 
with the case, as the Court proceedings at 
that time were published at length. After 
an examination of some three days, the 
Court discharged the defendants. 
The 
complaining witness did not testify at that 
time, owing to the fact that she was too ill 
to attend Court. 
Yesterday morning Albert M. Johnson 
appeared in Court, and asked a continu­ 
ance ot the case until Saturday. He stated 
as a reason for asking the continuance, 
that his father. Grove L. Johnson, counsel 
for defendants, was absent from the city, 
attending Court in Placerville. 
W. A. Anderson, counsel for plaintiff, 
opposed the motion, stating that Chas. T. 
Jones, of counsel for defense, was in Court, 
and the absence of Mr. Johnson was not 
sufficient cause tor granting a continuance. 
Mr. Jones said it was true that he 
was counsel 
in the 
other 
case, but 
that had been 
disposed of. 
and he 
had not been spoken to by the defendants 
since the former trial. He asked theCourt 
to continue the case, stating that no harm 
could arise therefrom. 
The Court asked counsel to agree upon a 
date when both sides would he ready to 
proceed with the examination. 
The attorneys retired, and. after a con­ 
sultation with the prosecuting witness, 
they returned to the Court-room. Mr. An­ 
derson stated that the complainant was in 
a frame of mind bordering upon insanity. 
He could not ascertain what she desired, 
and was of the opinion that she did not 
know herself what she wanted. 
Her con­ 
dition was such that she would listen to no 
advice, and it was an utter impossibility to 
confer with her regarding the case. He 
asked to have the ease set for hearing on 
July 3d. TheCourt thereupon fixed that 
date, at which time all witnesses in the 
case were notified to be present. 
At this juncture both sisters entered the 
Court-room, and commenced addressing 
the Court, both talking at the same time, 
in a wild and excited manner, claiming 
that they did not desire a continuance; 
that this was simply a trick of the 
lawyers 
to 
-liable 
Austin 
to leave 
the State. 
They 
declared that they 
did not want the legal services of W. A. 
Anderson : that they should depend en­ 
tirely upon the City and District Attorney s. 
The women became very noisy and violent, 
and, the bailiff being unable to secute 
“ order in the Court," the sisters had to be 
ejected from the room. 
None who heard their pitiful appeals to 
the Court, and saw the strange, wild looks 
in their eyes, would recognize in them the 
bright, active, intelligent girls of one year 
ago. They are mere mental and physical 
wrecks—the result of man’s duplicity. 


Tlio H a rla n Case. 
When Court opened at Woodland yester­ 
day morning, the cross-examination of J. 
K Doolittle was resumed by Mr. llighton. 
His testimony in the case was somewhat 
different from that given by him at the 
preliminary examination, but not materi­ 
ally as regarded the main faets. He testi­ 
fied on direct examination tlial to the best 
of his knowledge Karlan had not been in 
the hotel, before the day of the shooting, 
for about two years. Craft was there fre­ 
quently. Witness, on the morning of the 
shooting, was sitting at the end ot the 
counter reading when lie heard a shot, and 
jumped up. “ Saw Craft getting otf the 
bootblack s’and : I’eudcgast got off first; 
Harlan followed Craft, firing; at the end of 
the desk Craft turned and fired; by the 
side of the desk he staggered, and a little 
further on he fell; Harlan was back of 
him ; Harlan then went up to where he 
lay, looked at him and shot him in the 
head ; Craft'- body was nearly square on 
the hack, head to the south ; he dropped 
bis pistol when lie fell; Harlan was seven 
or eight feet hack of hint when he fell; 
Harlan walked up to Craft and placed his 
pistol two or three inches from thei'aceand 
tired again : Craft did not move; Harlan 
stood on the west side of Craft's head. 
[Witness illustrated Harlan's actions.] Mr. 
Kennedy was there ; F. J. Barnes was there­ 
with a pistol in his han d ; lie followed,, 
Harlan up to the time that Craft fell; Craft" 
traveled about forty feet before he turned 
round; he ran, staggering, acting as if 
hurt; I heard four or five shots close to­ 
gether: am sure the last shot was fired 
through the heat!: when Craft fell he made 
one gasp: after tiring this shot Harlan 
went out the north door; he walked out 
rapidly ; don't think any other person tired 
at Craft: I did not hear conversation be­ 
tween Craft and Harlan ; think the halt 
front Craft's pistol went through the glass 
door; don’t know of more than one shot 
being fired before Craft fired; there might 
have been tw o: Craft’s hand was in his 
pocket when he got off the stand : the shot 
was fired before 1 looked up : I saw three 
shots fired by Harlan, and heard the other; 
Harlan was following after Craft.” 
_ 
On the cross-examination lie testified: 
“ Don’t know that they looked at each 
other ; they may have been ten feet apart; 
Harlan’s pistol was pointed towards Craft, 
toward’s his body; did not see the hall 
strike the w all; can’t say that Craft’s pistol 
did not make the mark referred to; Craft 
had gone probably fifteen or twenty feet 
further soutli when the second -hot 1 saw 
was delivered ; Harlan was still following; 
saw Harlan fire that shot; found no mark 
south of the mark on the wall already de­ 
scribed; Craft fell immediately after this 
last sh o t; Harlan then went up and fired 
the fourth shot. Never saw Harlan in the 
hotel before ; Craft usually came from -Sac­ 
ramento Saturday evening and left Mon­ 
day morning; I don't recullcct having seen 
Craft before the shooting; may have seen 
him during the previous week; can't say 
that I did ; don’t remember of seeing Cratt 
in the upper part of the hotel on Tuesday 
or Wednesday; I did not oiler to interfere: 
nobody attempted 
to 
interfere; don't 
know what became of I’endegast; I was 
east of the stove when the last shot was 
fired; Craft's hand and pistol iay on the 
floor; when the third shot was fired 
Barnes was by the side of H arlan: first 
noticed Barnes' pistol when lie was oppo­ 
site the southwest corner of the desk ; he 
held the pistol by his side; don’t know 
that it was cocked ; Craft bsgan to stagger 
at the desk, at the corner of the writing- 
desk, and continued to stagger until he 
fell; did not see Craft shoot: did not ex­ 
amine Craft’s pistol.” 
After Mr. Doolittle left the stand, S. T. 
Pendegast, Noah Myers and T. II. Ken­ 
nedy. eye-witnesses of the shooting, gave 
their testimony, which did not develop 
any new facts. 
The rule excluding witnesses from the 
Court-room has been enforced.

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THE CITY OF ROSTOV. 


A F io n eer R ival of th e C'ity o f S acra­ 
m en to . 
Some time since there appeared in 
the R eco rd -U n io n a 
history 
of 
the 
rise 
and 
fall 
of 
Hoboken, 
a 
once 
famous, but short-lived, city that stood 
upon the hanks of the American river, near 
the present town of Brighton, and about 
five miles from this city. For a time it was 
a rival of Sacramento as a business point 
during one of the early floods. Another 
town was laid out in 1849, just north of the 
mouth of 
the American river, which 
shared the same fate as that of Hoboken. 
It was called Boston, and was described by 
E. Gould Bitffum in a book which he pub­ 
lished in 1850, as follows: 
“ The city of Boston is located on the 
northern bank of the American river, at 
its junction with the Sacramento river, 
about one hundred yards above the old 
embarcadero, the site upon which the city 
of Sacramento now stands. It extends 
upon the banks of both rivers for several 
miles, and is destined to become a great 
and flourishing city. The hanks of the 
Sacramento at that point are not subject to 
overflow, being more than twelve teet in 
many places above high-water mark. The 
town is situated on a broad and well- 
watered plain, covered with many groves 
of magnificent oaks, and the largest class 
of steamer- and all vessels navigating the 
Sacramento 
river 
can 
lie 
and dis­ 
charge directly at its banks. 
Boston 
has been surveyed by J. Halls, Esq., 
and Lieutenant Ringgold, U. S. N., and is 
laid out in squares two hundred and forty 
feet by three hundred and twenty feet, 
subdivided each into eight building lots 
eighty feet by one hundred and twenty 
feet, with large public squares and reserva­ 
tions for school-houses, churches and pub­ 
lic buildings. One of the peculiar ad­ 
vantages of Boston is, that being located on 
the northern bank of the American it is 
not necessary in proceeding to the gold 
mines to cross that river, which is exceed­ 
ingly high and rapid at some seasons of 
the year. The direct and most-traveled 
road proceeds from this point to the rich 
placers ot the Yuba, Feather river, Bear 
creek, 
and 
the 
North, 
Middle 
and 
South 
Forks 
of 
the American 
river. 
The 
soil 
is 
of 
the 
richest 
description, 
the 
surrounding 
scenery 
highly picturesque, and the plains in the 
immediate vicinity are covered with wild 
game of every variety which California 
affords. The title to the land is indisput­ 
able, coming by warranty deed from Cap­ 
tain J. A. Sutter to Eleáb Grimes, Hiram 
Grimes and John Sinclair, bearing date of 
August 10, 1S43. 
The present owner is 
Hiram Grimes. Lots are selling rapidly 
at from $200 to $1.000 each, and before 
many months the city of Boston, on the 
golden banks of the Rio Sacramento, will 
rival its New England namesake in busi­ 
ness and importance.” 
The above reads almost like a fiction to 
many, but its truthfulness is vouched for 
by pioneers, who remember the long rows 
of white tents in the “ Western Huh ” in 
1840-50. The site is now owned by Cox & 
Clark : is uninhabitable for several months 
in the year ; is what is commonly called 
the overflow : is where two young men 
were drowned while out boating some 
months ago. 
W hat has become of the 
twelve-foot banks, above high water, the 
magnificent groves, the fertile lands free 
from overflow?

Suffering a t V ancouver. 
Victoria, Ju n e 17th.—The news from 
Vancouver is heartrending. 
Fully 3,000 
people are hom eless ana penniless. The 
losses will aggregate $800,000. 
A steam er 
loaded down with supplies contributed by 
the corporation of Victoria left yesterday 
for the s''one of the disaster, but among so 
m any the relief will be but tem porary. 
Collections will be taken up in all the 
churches on Sunday. 
Seven bodies were found in tiie ruins 
and identified by portions of clothing. 
Four men who leaped overboard to escape 
the flames were drowned. A few frame 
buildings are being hastily run up on the 
ruins, but most of the sufferers gaze with 
looks of blank despair on the sm oking 
embers of their once happy homes. 


M astodon R em ains.—C. W . Rentsberg 
informs us that a discovery was made a 
few days ago on the ranch of his uncle. 
W illiam Hazleton, that m ust be interesting 
to scientists. 
Mr. Hazleton lives iu the 
edge of the foothills, five miles northeast of 
Centerville, on Kings river. 
Numerous 
hones were seen protruding from the bank 
o f a sm all stream running through his 
ranch, and an investigation was made. The 
bones were about ten feet from tiie surface 
of the :• round. 
Among the rem ains were 
a num ber of large teeth, weighing about 
scveu pounds each. 
A num ber of very 
large bones, which fell to pieces and 
crum bled away im m ediately upon being 
exposed to the air, were unearthed. Among 
other relies were two enormous tusks, evi­ 
dently having belonged to two different 
anim als. The lar.e one is over four feet 
in length and eight inches in diam eter at 
the base. 
The other, which is consider­ 
able sm aller and shorter, lay in such a po­ 
sition as to suggest that these leviathans 
mav have cotue to tlioir deaths in mortal 
coin bat. 
T his locality has not been thor­ 
oughly* exam ined, but the find m ust be of 
great interest to students of t h %anuient 
biology of this territory.— Fresno KrposUor.
